PORT HURON, Mich., March 16. 
—Herbert Youngblood, Negro com- 
panion of John Dillinger in his es- 
cape from the Crown Point (Ind.) 
jail on March 3, died in a hospital 
here this afternoon of bullet 
wounds suffered in a fight with 
Sheriff's officers who had trapped 
him in a store in South Port Huron. 
Three officers were wounded. 

He died of bullet wounds in the 
chest and abdomen shortly after he 
had been identified by Capt. Matt 
Leach of the Indiana State Police, 
thereby spurring a search for Dil- 
linger, desperado and bank robber. 

Believing he was dying from bul- 


let wounds. see@ted™air’ the fight "in 
which Sheriff William L. Van Ant- 
werp and two deputies also were 
wounded, Youngblood gasped out in 
the hospital that he was the com- 
panion of Dillinger. He had seen 
Dillinger the night before, he said, 
in a Ford automobile with three 
other men. 

Immediately State Poice, Sheriff's 
officers and local police began 
combing South Port Huron, where 
the shooting occurred, and police 
in all surrounding cities were asked 
to stop all automobiles answering 
the Po given by Young- 
blood. . 


Boasted of Jail Break. 

Sheriff Van Antwerp, wounded in 
the arm by the outlaw’s fire, direct- 
ed the search from the hospital. 

He said he had been told last 
night of a Negro in South Port 
boasting of a jail break 
and carrying a pistol. This morn- 


ing, he said, he and his deputies 
questioned the rooming house pro- 
prietor where the suspect had 
stayed, and finally traced him to a 
small store, 


It was while the Negro was be- 
ing questioned that he opened fire 
-nd Undersheriff Charles Cavanaugh 
and Deputy Howard Lohr fell with 
chest wounds. In the officers’ re- 
turn fire, Youngblood was wounded 


near the heart and in the abdo- 
men. 


After reaching the hospital, he 
identified himself as the prisoner 
who accompanied Dillinger in © his 
flight from the Indiana jail after 
cowing the guards with a pistol 
carved from/ a broom handle, leav- 
ing guards and deputies locked in 
cells and taking the car of Sheriff 
Lillian Holley. 


Officers said that not only did 
fingerprints of the wounded man 
tally exactly with those of Young- 
blood, but that Youngblood also was 
known to have scars on the face 
and on the chest corresponding with 
Scars which the wounded man had 
attempted to obliterate with burnt 
cork. Youngblood was accused of 
murder in Indiana.

ONE-VOTE MARGIN AS HOUSE 
CUTS VETERANS’ ALLOWANCES 


Figure Adopted Is $28,000,000 Under 

That of Senate; Committee 
Decision.

WASHINGTON, March 16.—By a 
margin of one vote the House in- 
sisted today that veterans’ allow- 
ances approved by the Senate be 
trimmed substantially. The vote 
was 190 to 189. 

On a previous roll call it appeared 
that the House had voted for the 
Senate-approved $118,000,000 instead 
of the $90,000,000 the Representa- 
tives previously had agreed to. But 
Representative Kennedy (Dem.), 
New York, shifted his “aye” vote 
to “no” and the administration 
forces won. 

A decision on the veterans’ allow- 
ances, as well as restoration of 
Government employes’ cut pay, now 
will be worked out by committees 
representing the Senate and the 
House. Representative Conrery 
(Dem.), Massachusetts, made the 
move to get’ the House to reverse 
itself on both the Government pay 
and veterans’ proposals. In the 
restoration of pay, the House, 225 
to 161, stood by its decision to re- 
store 5 per cent of the cut as of 
Feb. 1 and another 5 per cent July 1.

criticism of the Administration for 
canceling the mail contracts of pri- 
vate airlines. 

He declared that commercial avi- 
ation in the United States had been 
seriously damaged by this actio 
and urged that the contracts ve 
stored to the private companies. He 
accused the Administration of “con- 
yicting them without trial,” adding: 

“This was as contrary to Ameri- 
can liberty as anything I have ever 
seen.” 

In reply to questione by Chair- 
man McKellar (Dem.), Tennessee, 
the Colonel said he was financially 
interested in. commercial aviation, 
being a stockholder in two com- 
panies and having total salaries of 
$16,000 a year from them up to the 
date of cancelation. 

Draws Capacity Crowd. 

Lindbergh’s appearance drew a 
capacity crowd to the spacious mar- 
ble caucus room of the Senate of- 
fice building. He posed for numer- 
ous photographs. He, together with 
such other noted airmen as Clar- 
ence Chamberlin and Gen. William 
Mitchell, had been asked to com- 
ment on the McKellar-Black bill, 
establishing rules and conditions 
for the return of mail contracts to 
commercial airlines. Lindbergh de- 
clined to answer many questions, 
on the ground that his experience 
did not quality him as an expert. 
Chamberlin followed Lindbergh on 
the stand. 

Lindbergh’s testimony was broad- 
cast over nation-wide chains by the 
two large broadcasting companies.

Lindbergh’s Attitude on Taking 
Stand for Questioning. 

When Lindbergh took the witness 
stand, and Chairman McKellar 
asked him to express an opinion on 
the bill, he replied that he didn’t 
like it “because it implies guilt 
without a trial.” 

McKellar explained that there 
was no question of “guilt” or inno- 
cence affected by the bill. Mail 
contracts with private airlines, he 
pointed out, have been canceled; 
the pending question is what to do 
next. 

Prompted by Senator Barbour 
(Rep.), New Jersey, Lindbergh said 
he objected to the section of the 
bill which would empower the Post- 
master-General to determine the 
size, speed and load capacity of 
planes used in carrying mail. He 
said there should be no limitation 
on size of planes. 

“It is desirable to use larger 
planes whenever possible,” he said. 
Objects to Military Pilots. 

He also objected to the ‘section 
which would require commercial 
mail-carrying planes to carry army 
and navy pilots when required. 
Commercial planes should be al- 
lowed to have only commercial co- 
pilots, he said.’ 

This section was designed to give 
military pilots the benefit of ob- 
servation and experience by travel- 


jing over the mail routes. 


Lindbergh objected to that sec- 
tion of the bill whick would limit 
mail contracts to three years and 
place them under the jurisdiction 
of the Interstate Commerce Com- 
mission.

Objects to Elimination of 


Provision for Gallonage 
Tax—Declares He Won't 
Sign This Week. 


The city liquor control bill, pend- 
ing since Jan. 19, was passed by 
the Board of Aldermen today, by 
unanimous vote of the 29 members. 
It carries an emergency clause, and, 
if signed .by Mayor Dickmann, 
would take effect at once. 

But the-Mayor, who was much 
displeased at the elimination of the 
gallonage tax revenue provisions 
from: the bill, told reportérs he 
would not sign the bill this week 
and: might decide to ‘veto it. Nine- 
teen of the Aldermen could pass it 
over uis veto. 

“I am very much disappointed in 
the bill,” the Mayor said. “As 
passed, it is doubtful whether it 
gives assurance of sufficient rev- 
enue to cover the cost of maintain- 
ing the Excise Commissioner's of- 
fice, and the other additional costs 
entailed by the return of liquor. 
The manufacturers’ licenses, at 
$1500 a year, will yield only $15,- 
000 to $18,000 a year, an entirely in- 
adequate revenue from the source. 

“I shall not take any action un- 
til next week, and am seriously | 
eonsideriny a veto. Of course, the 

aiment of an Excise Commis- 
sioner will not be in order until the 
bill is signed, if I do sign it.” 
Big Cleanup cob Ahead. 

Delay in enactment of the city 
liquor bill will further prolong the 
illegal sales with which many es- 
tablishments in all parts of the city 
are now “getting by.” The task of 
cleaning up these illegal establish- 
ments, after a city ordinance is 
adopted, will be a big one, and fig- 
ures in the costs, which the Mayor 
mentioned, entailed by the return 
of liquor. Such a cleanup will be 
necessary if the city is to issue 
many retail licenses for sale by the 
drink, at $300 a year. 

The liquor control ordinance, as 
passed, places a $1500 annual 
license fee on manufacturers, and 
a $300 .annual license fee on re- 
tailers of liquor by the drink; also 
$300 annually on those retailing 
liquor in the original package. 
Under the State law, the two 
branches of sale must be kept dis- 
tinct, the original package licenses 
being issued to Arug, grocery, gen- 
eral merchandise, confectionery or 
delicatessen stores having at least 
$1500 worth of other goods. 

‘Applicants for licenses to sell 
liquor by the drink must have peti- 
tions signed by a majority of prop- 
erty-owners and first-floor tenants 
within 200 feet of the location. 
Other distance clauses were taken 
out of the bill, and there is now 
no limit on the proximity of a liquor 
establishment to a school, church 
or park. 

The Excise Commissioner, if the‘ 
bill is enacted, will receive $6000 
a year salary, and will be an ap- 
pointee of the Director of Public 
Safety, but the appointment will be 
dictated by the Mayor. He will 
have a staff of assistants. The Com- 
missioner will have power to revoke 
licenses at his discretion. He issues 
licenses, but these are subject to 
the issuance of a State license by 
the State Liquor Supervisor. An- 
nual State licenses for sale by the 
drink cost $300, and for package 
sale $50.

‘In Most Brazen Fashion 


Imaginable,’ He Set Out 
on Career of ‘Wholesale 
Extortion,’ Opinion Says. 


Hi Summer, young attorney 
charged by the St. Louis Bar As- 
sociation with unprofessional con- 
duct in-an attempt to corrupt a 
policeman in an effort to obtain 
quick information about accidents 
which might lead to law /suits, was 
disbarred today by the St. Louis 
Court of Appeals. 

In a lengthy opinion the Court 


discussed the rights and duties of 
an attorney as a court officer and 
said that Summer had clearly dem- 
onstrated his unfitness for the trust 
attending the relation of attorney 
and client, 

Opinion of the Gourt. 

The opinion did not discuss the 
underlying law in detail, stating 
that the power anc jurisdiction of 
courts in disbarment proceedings 
had been covered by the Supreme 
Court of Missouri in its recent rul- 
ing disbarring Paul Richards as a 
result of his participation in the 
return of Alexander Berg by kid- 
napers. 

After reviewing the evidence, the 
opinion said, “In the most. brazen 
fashion imaginable, the respondent 
has endeavored to induce and bribe 
a police officer to violate his duty 
by furnishing advance information 
of the contents of police reports 
short of the time, if ever, that they 
were to be available to the public. 
In the same fashion he has sought 
to have the officer falsify the re- 
ports. as part of his fraudulent 
scheme to prey on the public in the 
hope that such falsifications would 
react to his own selfish gain. 

“One who has so false a concep- 
tion of the obligations which an- 
other man owes to his trust ob- 
viously can hav> no proper concep- 
tion of the obligations which he 
owes to his own trust. 


“Perhaps Most Heinous of All.” 

“Perhaps most heinous of all, at 
least in so far as regards the man- 
ifestation of his total lack of ap- 
preciation of the functions of a 
lawyer, was the bland statement 
and confession of the respondent 
to the officer that he had conspired 
with a doctor to perjure himself 
by magnifying the injuries pres- 
ent in a given instance. 

“This evidences a clearly thought- 
out purpose to embark on a whole- 
sale practice of extortion perpe- 
trated in the name of justice and 
one which might easily have been 
accomplished ‘had not the hand of 
fate led to the @vor:of an honest, 
upright and fearless policeman who 
was intent on being true to his 
trust at all hazards.” 

Referring to the ‘statements of 
defense counsel, attempting to in- 
‘ject the issue of “ambulance-chas- 
ing” into the case, the opinion said:

February One Per Cent Above Jan- 


uary, 8 Pct. Over Year Ago. 
By the Associated Press. 

NEW YORK, March 16.—The 
National Industrial Conference 
Board reported yesterday that the 
“rise in living costs of wage- 
earners which began in January 
continued in February,” costs last 
month were one per cent above 
January and 8.6 per cent over Feb- 
ruary, 1933, although 21.6 per cent 
under the same month of 1929. 

The purchasing power of the 
wage earners dollar, compared 
with the base 1923 equals 100, the 
board reported, was 127.7 cents in 
February against 129 cents in Jan- 
uary. Food prices rose 2.9 per 
cent over January, rents 0.2 per 
cent and men’s clothing 0.4 per 
cent. Clothing as a whole was 25.4 
per cent above February, 1933.

City Expects to Add $6,000,000 to 
Revenue by Levy, Newspaper 
Says. 

NEW YORK, March 16.—The 
New York Times says Mayor La- 
Guardia’s administration is con- 
tenrplating proposals to add $10,- 
000,000 to the revenue of the city by 
imposing new taxes and fees and by 
sweeping economies. 

Included in the proposals, the 
Times says, is a tax plan based on a

AGAIN WILL HE SUPPORT WAR 


New York Pastor Denounces Con- 
scription of Youth as Fatal to 
Liberty.

PROVIDENCE, R. I, March 16. 
—Dr. Harry Emerson Fosdick, pas- 
tor of Riverside Church, New York, 
today told Brown University stu- 
dents he néver again would sanc- 
tion or support another war. 
“Its universal conscription, re- 
peated once or twice more,” h 
said, “will mean the final end of 
everything in this nation that re- 
motely resembles liberty.” 
“I renounce war for its conse- 
quences,” he said, “for the lies it 
lives on and propagates, for the un- 
dying hatreds it arouses, for the dic: 
tatorships it puts in place of Demo- 
cracies and for the starvation that 
stalks after it. I renounce war, and 
never again will I sanction or sup- 
port another.” 
Dr. Fosdick, speaking on the 
theme, “the unknown soldier,” con- 
demned the “inevitable, universal, 
national conscription of the youth 
of a nation in time of war.” 
“Last time they coerced the sons,” 
he said. “The next time they will, 
of course, conscript the daughters. 
And in any future war they will ab- 
solutely conscript all property, and 
they ought to.”

ALDERMEN A UNIT FOR TEST

Board Calls for Quo 
Proceedings on Ground Com- 
pany’s Rights Have Expired.

meanor” as found in the statute 
governing disbarments, the opinion 
went on, were not used in the tech- 
nical sense of offenses punishable 
by fine or imprisonment but rather 
as the equivalent of professional 
misbehavior.

He was a mémber of the Inde 
pendence Boulevard Christian 
Church in Kansas City, to which 
he had contributed heavily. One 
of his gifts to the church was an 
organ of 5000 pipes.

Dr. T. F. Guthrie, a director of 
the Continental Life Insurance Co,, 
who paid out about $22,000 of the 


insurahce company’s funds to per- 
sons whose deposits were tied up 
in' the Grand National Bank, was 
a witness for the defense today in 
the trial of State Insurance Super- 
intendent O’Malley’s dissolution suit 
against Continental Life. 

Beginning his testimony yester- 
day, Dr. Guthrie, who is manager 
of the Continental Life Building 
at 3615 -Olive street, related the 
circumstances of use of the insur- 
ance company’s funds to pay de- 
positors who were in distress be- 
cause of the closing of the Grand 
National Bank in March, 1933. The 
incident has been cited by the In- 
surance Department in support of 
its charges that the company has 
been mismanaged and is insolvent. 

The Grand National Bank, con- 
j trolled by Ed Mays, president and 
principal owner of the Continental 
Lifé Insurance Co., was closed by 
the President’s banking holiday 
proclamation. When the general 
holiday was ended about 10 days 
later, the Grand National did not 
open but was placed in ‘the hands 
of a conservator by the Comptroller 
of the Currency: The Continental 
Life had about $600,000 on deposit 
in the. bank.

Doctor at Reading, Pa., 
Refuses to Testify. 


‘| By the Associated Press. 


READING, Pa., March 16.—Miss 
Frances Sepse, charged with mur- 
der in the shooting of Dr. Paul 
Hess, was called by her attorneys 
yesterday to tell her story on the 
witness stand, but she remained 
seated at a courtroom table with 
her head buried in her arms. 

The defense resumed its case to- 
day in an effort to prove that Miss 
Sepse was temporarily insane at 
the time of the killing. That was 
Jan. 8 when a woman pursued the 
physician from his automobile to 
his office. Dr. Hess fell at the 
door, mortally wounded by one of 
five bullets fired by the woman. 

Police quote the former sten- 
ographer as saying she killed Dr. 
Hess “for his own good.” 

Psychiatrist on Stand. 

Miss Sepse, 27 years old, was de- 
scribed as insane at the time of 
the killing by Dr. William Kemble 
Walker, psychiatrist and former 
professor of mental diseases at the 
University of Pittsburgh. He was 
the last witness yesterday. 

One of the symptoms, .he said, 
was a “habit of burying the face 
in the arms’’—the position in which 
spectators had seen Miss Sepse 
most of the day., He also mention- 
ed a constant seeking of seclusion 
and recurrent periods of sitting 
motionless, staring seemingly into 
space. 

Mrs. Catherine Williams, who 
said she lived “the width of a bed- 
sheet” from the Sepse home, con- 
firmed the “symptoms” in the de- 
fendant’s conduct. 

Miss Sepse’s sister, Mrs. Anna 
Kopscik, testified that a sharp 
change had occurred in the former 
stenographer’s nature after a 
thyroid. operation performed by Dr. 
Hess in 1929, and a niece, Miss 
Mary Lucas, told about-a change 
as of “day and night” since the 
defendant’s mother died in 1933. 

“I Don’t Want to Testify.” 

Earlier the crowd—one woman 
fainted in the jam—had listened to 
Jonathan P. Batdorf, a defense 
attorney, tell the jury that Miss 
Sepse’s story would be “just as 
much news to us as it will to 
you” and called her to the stand 
only to have her refuse to testify. 

“I don’t want to, that’s all,” she 
insisted. 

Still earlier there had been a 
fight over the signed statement 
which District Attorney John P. 
Wanner refused to introduce. The 
statement was made before Polite 
Commissioner Stanley Giles and it 
was during his testimony that the 
defense demanded its submission. 
Wanner refused with the explana- 
tion that the statement “opened 
the door” to much immaterial tes- 
timony. 

Wanner depended on Giles. to 
establish a motive. Giles said Miss 
Sepse told him she killed) Dr. Hess. 
so she might assume his. “sins,” 
in accordance with something she 
read during childhood..

Too Much Safety First. 


OR a decade the defense side 

of boxing has been slipping. 
Originally the “art of self-de- 
fense,” as boxing was called, 
was just what the phrase im- 
piled. The idea was to keep from 
being hit first and then sock the 
other fellow. 

Defense methods of earlier days 
were different, however, from 
those of today. With many box- 
ers defense now means merely 
safety first. It consists in glove- 
grabbing and clinching. That 
was not at all the idea originally. 
Boxers ducked, blocked, slipped, 
side-stepped and in other legiti- 
mate ways avoided blows without 
clinching. 

Ten or 12 years ago spectators 
at the Jimmy Wilde-Babe Asher 
match here saw the Englishman 
go through the entire fight with- 
out laying a glove on his oppo- 
nent except to strike him. He 
avoided every attack by legiti- 
mate boxing defensive methods. 

Today fighters, lacking a 
knowledge of real defense,}mere- 
ly lead and then grab.

—remembering that the crowd had called Him the Son of 
David when He entered into Jerusalem. And they ill-used 
Him in many cruel ways, but Jesus bore it patiently, and only 
said “Father!

WASHINGTON, March 16. — A 
fourth draft of the Copeland bill to 
regulate the advertising and sale of 
food, drugs and cosmetics was pre- 
sented to the Senate yesterday with 
the approval of its Commerce Com- 
mittee.

Internal Revenue Bureau offi- 
cials explained today that on the 
basis of statistics for 1931, the lat- 
est year for which complete figures 
are available, the number of possi- 
|ble criminal prosecutions arising 
from alleged evasion of income 
taxes would be somewhere between 
2500 and 3500 a year. 

The President announced yester- 
day that the Bureau of Internal 
Revenue and the Department of 
Justice had been instructed to go 
after the “little fellow,” with a tax- 
able income as low as $3000 a year, 
as well as the “big fellow” with a 
$1,000,000 income. * 

Grand Juries to Pass on Intent. 

The President believes that in 
the past too. much discretion has 
been allowed Internal Revenue of- 
ficials to determine whether the 
taxpayer made an honest mistake 
through misconception of the law 
in’ compiling his income tax return 
or deliberately tried to chegt the 
Government. 

Under the new policy, Federal 
grand juries will decide the point. 
In 1931, out of 4,010,000 returns 


filed, 3,406,000 were “accepted as 
filed” by the Internal Revenue Bu- 
reau, and 603,000 were marked “im- 
perfect” and held out for investiga- 
tion. Of these 603,000, more than’ 
494,000 were later accepted and no 
changes were made in the tax pay- 
ments, leaving about 83,000 subject 
to further investigation. Of this 
latter number, 3609 were turned 
over to the penal division. The re- 
mainder of the 83,000 were either 
accepted as they were or settle- 
ments were made on a civil basis, 
that is, the taxpayer paid addition- 
al taxes demanded, and that was 
the end of it. * 

How Cases Were Disposed Of. 

Not all of the 3600 cases turned 
over to the penal division, how- 
ever, were the subject of court 
trials. In the year 1931, there were 
463 criminal suits brought in the 
Federal courts. Naturally some of 
these prosecutions were. based. on 
returns filed prior to 1931. In 1933 
there were 775 criminal cases initi- 
ated. Presumably some of these 
cases related to 1931 retiirns. The 
other cases were either dropped or 
settled on a civil liability basis, 
either because the amounts in- 
‘volved were too smal] to make them 
worth while or because the Gov- 
ernment officials thought that the 
evidence was not sufficient to 
prove intent to defraud.-

as Vaccine. 


NEW YORK, March 16-—The 
discovery of a vaccine which gives 


protection to mice against the type 
of encephalitis prevalent in St. 
Louis last summer was announced 
last night by the Rockefeller Insti- 
tute for Medical Research. The an- 
nouncement is made in Science, the 
technical journal used by scientists 
to give their fellow workers first 
information. Work was done by 
Leslie T. Webster and George L. 
Fite. 

The vaccine is the virus discov- 
ered at St. Louis last summer by 
Washington University and Public 
Health Service scientists, and then 
independently identified here at 
the institute. It came from the 
brains of St. Louis encephalitis vic- 
tims. Whether the vaccine acts as 
a protective depends on the part 
of the body into which it is in- 


oculated. 

A hundred thousandth of a gram 
in the nose or a millionth of a 
gram in the brain caused death. 
But injections under the skin of 
this same virus in doses as small 
as one millionth of a gram protect- 
ed the mice against 1,000,000 doses 
of the virus in the brain, and 
against\ 1000 in the nose. 

The report says, “This induced 
active ammunity has persisted for 
three weeks and doubtless endures 
much longer.” 

Further experiments confirm 
earlier indications that the virus 
which caused the St. Louis outbreak 
is not the same as that producing 
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a start in that direction—Dollfus 
considerably in advance of Gen, 
Goemboes. ;

Officials say that the back of the 
Moorish resistance to French con- 
trol of Morocco is thought to have 
been broken by the reported sur- 
render of the famous “Blue Sultan” 
to. the Spanish garrison at Cape 
Juby. 

Merebbi Rebbo Mehammedan, 
sometimes called “The Saint,” who 
dreamed of wresting his native land 
from the Christians with an army 
of tribal warriors, was routed in 
his last stand against the French 
conquerors. Pursued by the French 
Foreign Legion, he laid down his 
arms at the Spanish garrison town 
and asked for protection as a po- 
litical exile. 

Merebbi was the last great chief- 
tain of the native tribes, and be- 
came a pretender to the Sultanate 
of Morocco after the death of his 
father, El Hiba, whom Gen. Man- 
igin defeated in 1912. He was 
called the “Blue Sultan” because of 
the battle banners he used.

FOOD AND DRUG BL 
REVISED THIRD TIME 


Another Draft Presented to 
Senate With Approval of 
Commerce Committee.

WASHINGTON, March 16. — A 
fourth draft of the Copeland bill to 
regulate the advertising and ‘sale of 
food, drugs and cosmetics was pre- 
sented to the Senate yesterday with 
the approval of its Commerce Com- 
mittee.

After Big and Little Fellow 


On Basis of 1931 Figures Revenue Bureau 
Estimates Such Prosecutions at 2500 
or 3500 a Year.

WASHINGTON, March 16.—If 


the Government follows through 
with the new income tax investiga- 
tion policy announced yesterday by 


the President, Federal grand juries 
will be called on to settle thousands 
of debatable cases instead of the 
several hundred indicated at the 
White House. 

Internal Revenue Bureau offi- 
cials explained today that on the 
basis of statistics for 1931, the lat- 
est year for which complete figures 
are available, the number of possi- 
ble criminal prosecutions arising 
from alleged evasion of income 
taxes would be somewhere between 
2500 and 3500 a year. 

The President announced yester- 
day that the Bureau of Internal 
Revenue and the Department of 
Justice had been instructed to go 
after the “little fellow,” with a tax- 
able income as low as $3000 a year, 
‘as well as the “big fellow” with a 
$1,000,000 income. . 

Grand Juries to Pass on Intent. 

The President believes that in 
the past too much discretion has 
been allowed Internal Revenue of- 
ficials to determine whether the 
taxpayer made an honest mistake 
through misconception of the law 
in compiling his income tax return 
or deliberately tried to chegt the 
Government. : 

Under the new policy, Federal 
grand juries will decide the point. 
In 1931, out of 4,010,000 returns 


filed, 3,406,000 were’ “accepted as 
filed” by the Internal Revenue Bu- 
reau, and 603,000 were marked “im- 
perfect” and held out for investiga- 
tion. Of these 603,000, more than’ 
494,000 were later accepted and no 
changes were made in the tax pay- 
ments, leaving about 83,000 subject 
to further investigation. Of this 
latter number, 3609 were turned 
over to the penal division. The re- 
mainder of the 83,000 were either 
accepted as they were or settle- 
ments were made on a civil basis, 
that is, the taxpayer paid addition- 
al taxes demanded, and that was 
the end of it. * 

How Cases Were Disposed Of. 

Not all of the 3600 cases turned 
over to the penal division, how- 
ever, were the subject of court 
trials.

ENCEPHALITIS VIRUS 
TESTS MADE ON MIE 


Material Obtained in St. Louis 
Cases Successfully Used 
, as Vaccine. 


NEW YORK, March 16—The 
discovery of a vaccine which gives 


protection to mice against the type 
of encephalitis prevalent in St. 
Louis last summer was announced 
last night by the Rockefeller Insti- 
tute for Medical Research. The an- 
nouncement is made in Science, the 
technical journal used by scientists 
to give their fellow workers first 
information. Work was done by 
Leslie T. Webster and George L. 
Fite. 

The vaccine is the virus discov- 
ered at St. Louis last. summer by 
Washington University and Public 
Health Service scientists, and then 
independently identified here at 
the institute: It came from the 
brains of St. Louis encephalitis vic- 
tims. Whether the vaccine acts as 
a protective depends on the part 
of the body into which it is in- 
oculated.

That this is not a partisan issue may be seen from 
the fact that a similar reform was urged by Presi- 
dente Harding, Coolidge and Hoover, by Secretary 
Mellon and by a long list of economists whose in- 
terest is purely scientific. Mr. Morgenthau estimates 
that the Federal Government alone loses $145,000,000 
annéally through the tax-exempt provision, a formid- 
able amount, but a lower figure than other authori- 
tiés have given. The evils of the system are well 
summarized in a Christian Science Monitor editorial: 

It is a bartering of special privilege which 
yields no rea! gain to the state or nation, bene- 
fits only a few millionaires, penalizes those tax- 
payers who represent enterprise in commerce or 
industry and weans away the small property- 
holding citizen from a form of participation he 
ought to have in his Government. 

Mr. Morgenthau proposes a system whereby the 
Federal Government could tax the income from state 
and municipal securities, and the subsidiary units, 
in turn, could tax revenue from Federal securities. 
This would require the paying of a higher interest 
rate. Would this merely mean-robbing Peter to pay 
Paul, as some have contended, or depress the market 
for such securities, as others maintain? The answer 
to both questions is in the negative. 

From the profit standpoint, there is now little in- 
ducement for the small investor to buy tax-exempt 
securities. He has a larger income from other securi- 
ties, even after paying the taxes, than he would re 
ceive from tax-exempt issues. But in the upper 
reaches of income, beginning even as low as $16,000 
annually, investors profit from buying tax-exempt se- 
curities, for the high surtax rates make it worth 
while to employ this legal form of avoidance. In the 
highest brackets, where the tax runs up to 55 per 
cent on portions of income above $1,000,000, this 
means to the favored individual a saving of several 
thousand dollars annually, which the Government is 
powerless to touch. The provision sets up what a 
writer in the Wall Street Journal has called “a com- 
fortable cyclone cellar for the ‘rich man.”

Prof. McIlwain of Harvard, who spéaks 
with great authority in these matters, has 
shown that the key to modern constitution- 
al development lies in the principle that 
“supply and redress of grievances go hand 
in hand.” In the later Middle Ages, the 
King was in theory absolute within his 
sphere. But his sphere did not include the 
property of his subjects. The relationship 
was summed up in the saying that “to kings 
belong authority over all; to private per- 
sons, property.” Thus the King’s subjects 
had no “right” to ask the King for political 
privileges, and the King had no absolute 
right to tax his subjects.

Out of this arose the practice of buying 
liberties from the King. When his subjects 
had a political grievance that they wished

from the King by appropriating money. 


When the King needed money, he had to,

In this exchange of political rights for 
taxes originated what is known as the power 
of the purse; that is to say, the power of 
the House of Commons in Britain and of 
eur own Legislatures to grant or refuse 
funds to the executive. When the Ameri- 


can colonists cried ‘out against “taxation . 


without representation,” they were appeal- 
ing to this basic principle of Anglo-Ameri- 


can constitutional liberty. 


When, later on, the American Constitu- 
tion was created, the power to originate 
revenue bills was vested in the 
branch, the House of Répresentatives. For 
it was the universal belief, founded on cen- 
turies of experience, that the power to 
control the furds of the Government is the 
fundamental safeguard of constitutional 
liberty. No government can for long flout

the people’s representatives and obtain from 
them the funds necessary’ to its existence.

The power of the Legislature to force 
expenditures upon the executive is a per- 
version of representative government. It is 
an example of how a good principle, the 
power of the purse, can be carried to a 
point where it becomes.a bad principle.

the power of the purse. It is not difficult 
to do this. 

It should be the duty of the executive 
to ask for funds.

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WAS GTON, March 16. 
ANIEL @ OUN ROPER of 
[sous Carolina and Washington, 
c. realized his life’s ambition 
when his friendship with William 
Gibbs McAdoo suddenly inducted 
,im into the Roosevelt Cabinet. 
Through 42 years of his 67, Roper 
had been a devoted public servant 
and striver for bigger and better 
things. He was a member of the 
South Carolina House of Repre- 
sentatives when he was 25 and two 
years later he came to the capital 
to be clerk of a Senate committee. 
He has worked his way up the po- 


jitical ladder ever since. Ten years. 


he labored in the Census Bureau, 
three years as clerk of the Ways 
and Means Committee, then jumped 
to Assistant Postmaster-General, 
then vice-chairman of the Tariff 
Commission, finally—under Wil- 
liam Gibbs McAdoo—he became 
Commissioner of Internal Revenue. 
There he stopped. Fortune smiled 
on him no more. His Democratic 
sponsors were out of office. He, 
himself, actually campaigned for 
Herbert Hoover in 1928, buf at the 
ast minute sailed for Europe; he 
could not quite bring himself 
around to vote for a Republican. 
With the Roosevelt landslide he 
progressed no further. F. D. R. of- 
fered him only his old job as aead 
of Internal Revenue. The top 
brackets were just beyond his 
grasp. 

Then, by a sudden, wholly unex- 
pected stroke of luck, Dan Roper 
got his chance. McAdoo claimed

ember in return for supporting 
Roosevelt at Chicago. So Roper 
found himself Secretary of Com- 
merce. Under him was the depart- 
ment which Herbert Hoover had 
made famous. In his control was 
the vast $17,000,000 granite and 
marble shrine to Big Business. 
Disappointment. 

But alas! The New Deal had 
other ideas. The vast bureaucracy 
that was the Commerce Depart- 
ment was stripped and deflated. 
The lavish hand with which it had 
served business was checked. A 
new creation was set in motion, 
called the NRA. 

Housed under the vast red-tiled 
roof of the Commerce Building the 
NRA brought hordes of big and lit- 
tie business men to its teeming tun- 
nei-like corridors. But their activ- 
ity was neither the doing, nor offi- 
cial concern of Roper. The trap- 
pings and honors of high position 
were his. But they covered a hol- 
low shell. He was titular lord of 
the manor, but the Blue Eagie 
ruled the roost. 

And therein lies the story of 
Daniel C. Roper, Cabinet member. 
Everything he has done in the year 
he sat in his great, walnut-panelled, 
air-conditioned office has been dom- 
inated by this sad quirk of fate, 
and his ceaseless struggle against 
t. One consuming urge has con- 
rolled him, to give a core of reality 
to his mantle of eminence. 

To date the results have been 
negligible. But not because of lack 
of effort or desire. 

With endless press releases and 
honeyed words, Roper has sought 
to woo the Washington press corps. 
But overwhelmed with a day-and- 
night ten-ringed merry-go-round of 
recovery experiments they remained 
indifferent to mere side-shows. 

When the NRA was first set in 
motion, Roper quietly edged into 
the picture. General Johnson hit 
the ceiling. He told Roper to keep 
hands off, threatened to move his 
quarters to the old Patents office. 

Roper ceased his frontal attack, 
but organized an Industrial Advis- 
ory Council, made up of potent big 
business figures, to propound sug- 
gestions for economic recovery. 

At its first conference Gerard 
Swope, wily head of General Elec- 
ne, uncorked a scheme to turn the 
NRA over entirely to the tender 
mercies of industry. Roper smiled. 
But the President did not. The 
idea was brushed aside. ~~~ 


Can Take It. 


And so it has gone. 
had to stand by, hands folded, 
while the hectic, historic New Deal 
marched by. It has been tragic; 


all the more so becatise Roper is. 


an excellent organizer, one of the 
best executives in the Administra- 
tion. - 

He has many excellent qualities. 
One of them—rare in the Roose- 
velt Cabinet—is his ability to “take 
ls 
cism with a smile. In reply to 
General Johnson's savage statement 
that he would not work under 
Roper, the latter put his arm 
around the irate cavalry officer. 
and before a public press confer- 
ence announced: 


“General Hugh Johnson, Nation- 
al Recovery Administrator, under 
The President.” 


Roper has a real sense of humor 
and his stories about the difficul- 
ties of getting along with General 
Johnson at times have convulsed 
the Cabinet. 


Essentially conservative, Roper 
has bent his views somewhat to 


meet those of the New Deal. When 
hard-hitting. members of his New 
Deal Shipping Board have waged 
war against high shipping salafies 
paid out of mail contracts, and 
fought the lobbying of shipping in- 
terests, Roper has‘ backed them to 
the limit. As Commissioner of In- 
ternal Revenue he established an 
enviable record in collecting income 
taxes and left his bureau clean of 
the mess which Morgenthau re- 
cently inherited. 

Personally a charming, gracious 
Séuthern gentleman, Roper is one 


of the most likeable members of 
the Cabinet. His large family of 
children are following devotedly in 
their father’s footsteps: two sons 
being officers in the army and 
navy, a daughter holding position 
in a Government department, and 
another son being an executive in 
the Democratic National Commit- 
tee.

HAT Roper’s chief assistant 
TT snouia also be a McAdoo man 
was to be expected. In poli- 
tics one good turn deserves an- 
other. 


John Dickinson, Assistant Sec- 
retary of Commerce, was connected 
with the law firm of McAdoo, Cot- 
ton and Franklin, of New iork 
City, in 1921, and a law partner of 
McAdoo in Los Angeles from 1922 
to 1925. Later he was professor of 
law at the University of Pennsyl- 
vania, with a side connection with 
the great Wall Street legal firm of 
Sullivan and Cromwell. Pompous 
and conservative, Dickenson flits 
into the New Deal picture even less 
than his chief. He has repeatedly 
antagonized the liberal counsellors 
of the President by his pronounced 
big business views. Appointed 
chairman of the special committee 
to draw up recommendations for 
stock - exchange regulation he 
brought in a namby-pamby report, 
promptly junked by the President 
and the Senate Banking Commit- 
tee. Later, Dickenson appeared 
before the committee and attacked 
the heart of the bill, the provision 
placing regulatory power in tae 
hands of the Federal Trade Com- 
mission. 


In his selection of Prof. William 
L. Thorpe, as director of the Bu- 
reau of Foreign and Domestic 
Commerce, Roper chose an aid who 
in spirit, youth and views is a fit 
associate for the New Deal, Thirty- 
five years old, a brilliant economist 
and an able executive, Thorp has 
done much to retrieve this agency 
from the petty-politics-playing re- 
pute to which it had sunk under 
the prosperity-around-the - corner 
blurbing of Dr. Julius Klein.

Certain points to 
be observed in preparation are 
these: 

Serve food that is reasonably easy 
for small children to manage. Cut 
vegetables, meats, and fruits in 
small pieces or slices. Make other 
dishes such as puddings, mashed 
potatoes, or squash, of a pleasing 
consistency, not too thick, too thin, 
or too dry. Serve crisp toast or some- 
thing similar which will require the 
children to chew. Such exercise is 
necessary for good tooth nutrition. 
Taste all food before serving. Be 
sure that it is not too salty, but 
jalso that it does not taste “flat.” 
Do not give highly seasoned or 
greasy food to children

A Few Cans 
Aid in Quick Meatless 
Meals. 


Keep a few. cans of salmon in the 
pantry and collect some diversified 
recipes, and meatless days will not 
be nearly as hard to plan meals for. 
Here are some suggestions: 

Bus 


y Day Salmon. 

Try this for card-club-day. It is 
quick and easy to prepare. Re- 
move label from can of red salmon 
place the unopened can in hot 
water, boil 30 minutes. Turn onto 
warm platter and surround with 
the following sauce: 

Place . one-fourth cup butter in 
top of double boiler, add one-fourth 
cup each of minced peppers and 
onions. Saute until a golden brown. 
Add three tablespoons flour, smooth 
to'a paste, add one pint of milk. 
Stir until thick, season to taste. 

Salmon Bisque. 

Boil together one cup diced pota- 
toes and two tablespoons minced 
onions until they are tender and 
water boils away: Add three cups 
milk, two tablespoons butter and 
one cup minced canned salmon. 

hen the milk scalds, thicken 
slightly with one and one-half ta- 
blespoons cornstarch in one-fourth 
cup cold water, add one-half cup 
cracker crumbs. Season nicely and 
served topped with a spoonful salt- 
ed whipped cream. 

Salmon Californian. 

Fix this in the morning, bake it 
fn the late afternoon for dinner:

Other Recipes in Green Tints 
for St.  Patrick’s 
Day. ⸗ 


Last week in the Home Econom- 
ics section we gave a number of 
suggestions for St. Patrick’s day 
menus, and add a few today. 


"Appropriate salads may be pre- 
pared by filling green peppers the 
day before with a cream cheese 
mixture and cutting the peppers in 
slices. Or the peppers may be 
filled with potato and celery salad. 

Emerald Sea Food Mold. 

Soak for five minutes one and 
one-half tablespoons gelatine in 
one-half cup cold water. Add on 
cup boiling water, tinted to green 
with . vegetable coloring, one-half 
teaspoon salt, two tablespoons su- 
gar, one-half cup lemon juice. 
When beginning to stiffen, add ore- 
half cup mayonnaise, one cup 
flaked tuna, one cup cooked peas, 
one-half cup chopped celery, two 
tablespoons sliced, stuffed olives. 
Let chill in individual molds. In 
serving top each mold with spoon 
of mayonnaise and garnish with 
sliced, stuffed olive. 

Green-Tinted Pears. 

Allow two halves of canned pear 
for each person served. Fill ce —— 
of pear halves with cream ch 
beaten up with a little of the pear 
syrup. Put together to —— 
a whole fruit. Dip finger-tip in 
green vegetable coloring and rub 
over pear to give a green tint. Put 
pears in ice-box to chill. (If pos- 
sible, chill in freezing tray of auto- 
matic refrigerators until they are 
frosted. Do not freeze until hard.) 

Minted Pineapple. 

Put contents of the can of pine- 
apple slices and juice in a saucepan 
with one teaspoon of oil of pepper- 


simmering. The pineapple 
should be a deep, very attractive 


green. Chill thoroughly, and serve 
with meat. 


Peppermint Drops. 

Two cups sugar. 

Two-thirds cup boiling water. 

Six drops oil of peppermint or 
one-fourth teaspoon peppermint ex- 
tract. 

Place sugar and water together 
in pan, stir over moderate heat 
until sugar is dissolved, then bring 
to boiling point and cook without 
stirring until a little lifted on spoon 
spins a thread—230 degrees Fah- 
renheit. Brush down sides of pan 
occasionally durifig cooking with 
damp brush or cheese-cloth swab to 
remove crystals. Cool slightly, add 
peppermint, beat until creamy and 
drop from tip of spoon onto waxed 
paper. If mixture hardens remelt 
—* hot water and continue drop- 
ping.

Chocolate Frosting. — 

Melt two squares of unsweetened 
chocolate in a double boiler, add 
11-3 cups (one can) of sweetened 
condensed milk and cook for five 
minutes. Add one tablespoon of hot 
water and you have a delicious 
frosting. The sweetened condensed 
milk assures you a smooth creamy 
mixture that never grains or cracks 
and goes on the cake in rich, thick 
swirls. Cool the cake before spread- 
ing the frosting. 

Fondant Eggs. 

You can make Easter eggs of 
“reamy fondant in very little time. 
Sift 1% cups of confectioner’s 
sugar (very fine ground) and blend 
gradually with one-fourth cup 
sweetened condensed milk. Add 
one-half teaspoon vanilla (or flavor 
with oil of peppermint or oil of 
wintergreen for variety) and con- 
tinue mixing until smooth and 
creamy—then shape like eggs. Pile 
around the cake when served. 


Avocado and Orange Salad. 
Cut avocado in eighths and ar- 
range on lettuce with alternate sec- 
tions of orange.

New ‘Luncheon Dish is Well 
Seasoned and 
Pleasing. 


⸗ 

Timbales are not quite as popu- 
lar, perhaps, as they deserve to be. 
They are worth cultivating for 
luncheon especially as they often 
give just the mid-day appetite 
provoking touch needed. 

Tomato timbales with olive sauce 
may be a new combination to some 
of us. | 

The same recipe for olive sauce 
may also be used on meat loaves 
and baked fish. 

Tomato Timbales With Olive Sauce. 

Two cupfuls tomato juice, 

One small onion. 

One teaspoonful salt. 

Dash of pepper. : 

Two whole cloves. 

One teaspoonful sugar. 

Three eggs, well beaten. 

Three-quarters cupful stale bread 
crumbs, 

Simmer tomato juice with season- 
ings for 5 minutes. Strain and add 
to beaten eggs, combined with bread 
crumbs. Fill buttered molds or cus- 
tard cups and set the molds in a 
pen of hot water (as you would in 
baking custards). Bake in a mod- 
erate oven until puffed and firm, 
about one-half hour. Turn out on 
serving plates or a platter and 
serve with olive sauce. 

Olive Sauce. 

Two tablespoonfuls butter. 

Two tablespoonfuls flour. 

One-quarter teaspoonful salt. 

Dash of pepper. 

One cupful milk. 

One-quarter cupful stuffed Span- 
ish olives, sliced. 

Melt butter in a saucepan and 
blend with flour. Season with salt 
and pepper. Add milk and stir un- 
til a smooth sauce is formed. Add 
sliced olives and serve over the 
tomato timbales.

Moyer said there was “strong 
intimation” that several persons be- 
came ill after being in contact with 
a shipment of shell parrakeets 
from Inglewood, Cal. The sick bird 
sent to Washington was from a 
shop that had received part of the 
shipment, he said.

What Do You Know About the 
Opening Bidder’s Hand?

And are lazy and untidy, and, oh, 
so inconsiderate.
